Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable for the following reasons: the request received from a process executing in a context 
of an isolation environment, the isolation environment comprising an application isolation layer 
and a user isolation layer, the request including a virtual name for the system object; selecting, 
by the computer, a rule action associated with the request, the selection responsive to the request 
received from the process executing in the context of the isolation environment, and determining 
that a rule action from a group consisting of ignore, redirect and isolate, is associated with the 
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request; forming a literal name for the system object in response to the selected rule action. 
None of the prior art of record or newly disclosed in the IDS detail these operations. The closest 
prior art, U.S. Patent 7,203,941, details a method for providing access to native resources by 
determining availability of the native resource. If it is determined to be available, direct access to 
the native resource is provided to a requesting user and/or application(s) by allocating a handle 
for the native resource. However, this reference does not describe virtualizing access of native 
resources by providing a unique view of the native resources to the requesting user(s) and/or 
application(s). Additionally, does not teach determining that a rule action from a group 
consisting of ignore, redirect and isolate, is associated with the request; which is necessary in 
order to provide virtualized access to a system object. U.S. Publication 2003/0233544 teaches a 
method of requesting access resources directly by a literal name, wherein based on 
transformation rules, it may transform the request to different resources via different literal 
names. However, it does not specifically describe virtualizing access to a resource in a manner of 
providing a unique view to a requesting user and/or application nor does it specifically teach 
determining that a rule action from a group consisting of ignore, redirect and isolate, is 
associated with the request; which is necessary in order to provide virtualized access to a system 
object. Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
